This return was presented to the le-is- 
lalnre on the .|;h .March, but waswitli- 
ludd from the press on the novel allega- 
tion that the |irinliiii:eoniiiiitlee had the 
l ight to examine it li isl and i^a v whetlier 
or not it should he piihhshed. "The mat- 
ter heing hroiight hcioie the house re- 
sulted in the deeision that as hitherto 
the reporters are— sulijcct to the Speak- 
er's order — to have access to such re- 
turns when presented.

There was 
one jiaj^iMjl (.'onleileration to whi(di Sir 
Cliailes hail not refei red and llnit was 
the man iier in which Xova Seiitia was 
coerced into (. 'onfederalion by a mechan- 
ical majority in a mDriiumil iiarliaiiiiMit. 
The eli'eel o"l tliat dissatiblaetioii would 
last w hi le one of that generat ion remain- 
ed alive. LViercive nietliods never led to 
good and wise ^;ovcrll ment . lie took 
issue with the .Secielary of .state's as- 
sertion that the] )eo|>le of Canada had hceii 
a happy people since Confederation. 
The New Brunswick school case, llio 
streams bill, the Manitoba railway coer- 
cion, the agitation for the repeal of the 
Jesuits' estates act, had shaken Confed- 
eration to its roots, and now ajaiu tlie 
demon of <liseord stalkeO tliroutrh th«' 
land, arouH.'d by tbe action of this ^'ov- 
ernment who chose nietlioils of I'oerrion 
to redress a wrun^r. These freiinent le- 
curriuicea of ajjilalion were a severe 
strain on the tie that binds the provinces 
together.

The weak \> dnt of our eonstitulioii 
Avas its jirovisioii for the abrid^'emeiit I'f 
the le^'islalive ]) o\ers hy the federal or 
jiroviiicial liodie-', hy hi'jher le^iislative 
liodii.'s. All our troubles had come from 
thii |)o\ver of disallowance vi'steil in the 
federal governiiieiil. The majoiity 
should rule. Som-I iiiies. not always, 
tbe majority would prevaiieate, would 
b* ly ran nous ; therefore it became the 
minority to agitate until they brought j cburcl 
tbe majority to their way of thinking. 
To bring their grievances to the federal 
]iurlianient, anil invoke tlie interference 
of the federal authority, would be to iiu- 
{)ort all this bitterness' into the arena ot 
the whole Dominion. Disallowance was 
the source of nearly all our troubles. If 
the renieily was to be a|)plied it should 
be so ap|died as not to create a <;riev- 
amef'ir the niajoiily, It was iKd, to he 
applied iiieeliaiiieally , hut as the cir- 
cumstuiires of each case mi'/ht reipiiie ;

Hut 
Mr. Ewart did not lay tliese atlidavits 
before the committee. Tho aflidavila 
were not aeuepted. 

Nr. Daly: All these afGdavits M'cre 
printed. 

Mr. Laurier retorted that that was a 
good sample of the law the government 
dealt out; and Mr. Daly was a good 
sample of one of the judges. The affida- 
vits of the minority were printerl with- 
(Hit the majority having had tm ojjpor- 
tniiity of nuiitrudicting them. 

What bi((Mr. l/.uiricr) would investi- 
gate was not the alleged grievances of 
the minority, as stated by the minority 
in ah.kiug for an appeal; not the aririi- 
nu'nts of the counsel asking the goverii- 
iiieiit to act. What he woulil investigate 
was the [letition of the minority as to 
wlietlier they leally had a compact 
with the crown ; as to whether the |uib- 
lic. schools were really I'roteslant schools, 
lie held that the government of jMani- 
toha even admitted the power of parlia- 
ment to pass reiiiudial lagislation, and 
so soon as it had been inv^ti gated they 
were prepared to give the relief to which 
the minority had been proved to be 
entitled. If the mere abolition of separ- 
ale schools was tb. sole grievance of the 
miiioritv, wlivdid not tbe iiiiiMirilv rest

Hfjlmcken 
had given it as his opinion, that the

1 111 regard to tbe subject matter of the 
■ resolution itself, he held that il would 
i be iiiaiiifestly unfair to adopt a time 
1 liiiiit, placiiit,' a preininm on especial 
brightness ami leeislatiiig agtiiiist those 
who might be a little slow in iiciiuiring 
knowledge, but who, nevertheless, were 
as much entitled |as their IjriL'liter fel- 
lows to the education necessary to lit 
them for citizenship. He believed in 
the state iiroviding free a certain " (juan- 
tity " of education, age having iiothinu 
to "do with the mailer— r. good common 
school education and nothing more — 
unless the pupil was willing to pay a 
jiortion of the expense necessary to se- 
cure the additional advantages of the 
liieher stndii-s.

board could not legally impose a general ] 
fee for the tuition given hy the latter,! 
while a fee would be leeal if only for j 
pupils over the school aee. j 
The resolution [Kissed, the votes of; 
I'rustees Yates and Lovell being record- i 
ed against it, and the fee was then lixed 
;tt ifb tier term. Trustee Yates observing j 
that it would be as well to miike the fee ! 
cover the entire cost, inasmuch as he had 
been informed semi-otlicially that here- j 
tifler no per capita grant would be allow- 
ed the city for pupils over the age of six- 
teen. The providing of the necessary 
machinery for the collection of the tu- 
ition fee was left to the llnance commit- 
tee forconsiderat ion. 

In connection with the difference that 
had arisen between the cliairiiian of the 
board and Principal McNeill of the North 
\\'anl school, the former siihmitted the 
following letters, hy which an amicable 
understanding hail been reached, the 
board liling the correspondence with an 
expression of satisfaction at the termin- 
ation of the misunderstanding: 

Victoria, March 2, 1896. 
(.'harlfn ITai/inii-il , E.v/., Chainiuiii Ihinrd 
iij Sclwiil Tnislci-s, Citt/: 
DeaiiSik: — In rejily to the communi- 
cation forwarded me by tho board on 
February 2.S ultimo, 1 beg to state that I 
desire in the fullest sense of the term to 
retract or withdraw any language used 
by me at the public meeting that might 
npjiear to convey an imputation upon 
vonr integrity, honor or character. I 
said at the meeting in the fullest confi- 
dence thtit the slatenients made liy you 
were made in good laitli, luit at tlie lime 
1 Ihoughl that you bad fallen into an 
error, and mv olijt'cl in rising to S]u'ak 
was to plaee', as 1 ihouelit, the correct 
fiL'ures before the meeting. In doimj so 
I calculated my rediiclion upon two 
bases— lirst on 'the salaries diieclly af- 
lecli'd hy the cut as instanced by ine 
when 1 explained the reduction on indi- 
vidual salaries ; second, when 1 comiiared 
the exnenditure per aiinvm for 'each- 
ers' salaries before and after re.lin tion. 
In the second case I did not include the 
salary for the fourth division High 
school for the future as I understood 
that was aboliahfcd, nor did I reckon Mr. 
St. Clair'K salary in either aggregate, as 
I did not think he was looked u|)on as 
a teacher, he not holding a ccrlilicate. 
Since the hoard meeting 1 uiiderslaiid 
that you include both ot tbesi' salaries. 
This will reduce the penenlace as in 
your calculalion. .\s one totally un- 
used to luiblic speaking' I may have un- 
wittinL'ly adopted hingiiage or used 
emphasis that may have appeared of- 
fensive, ail hough not by me so intemleil, 
and 1 do most frankly withdraw such 
expressions and hereby tender my re- 
gret. 1 am. sir,

Deab Sik — i am glad that your ex- 
lilanation of to-day removes tho unfor- 
tunate diU'erences'that leiided to disturb 
our hitherto pleasant relations. It will 
be fortunate, if this termination is fol- 
lowed by the ri'st(.)ral ion of mutual con- 
fidence and respect liclwcen the whole 
teaching stair and the trustees. Proba- 
bly when tho present excitement sub- 
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sides the teachers will not then entirely | 
forget that the friendly services of the j 
board have been helpful to them in the \ 
discbarge of their important duties, and 
that on a continuation of tlitjegood 
feelintis much of the succes,g of our edu- 
cational interests depends. The recent 
very unpleasant duty of the trustees in 
curtailing expenses will, it is lioped, 
eventually come to be recogiii/.ed as one 
of the inevitable necessities of the times, 
and one that we all confidently antici- 
pate will not long continue to exist.

Under the head of corresjioiidence an 
invitation was received from the jiresi- 
deut of the Teachers' Instilate, who 
assured the trustees that, individually 
or collectively, they would he welcome 
at the meetings of the Institute. This 
was accented, a debate, however, arising 
as to the le(;a!ity of jierinit ting the teach- 
ers to hold their inslitnte meetings 
within school lime. It was poinled out 
that this had been especially authorized 
by the Superintendent of I'jlueation; 
Trustee Mi'.Micking holding that never- 
theless il was contrary totbe regulations 
framed for the governmentof theschools 
of British Columbia. The matter was 
finally disposed of without a motion, the 
hoard apparently feeling with Trustee 
Helyea that the time spent by the teach- 
ers at association meetings was well 
spent, advantage being in the end reajied 
by the pupils. 

"There are more odtl things than tliie 
ill the act that are not lived up to," re- 
marked Trustee Belyea in passing; 
" )iorhaps you are not aware of it, but it 
is ;i fact uevertheleao that the first of 
July is not a holiday in our schools ac- 
cording to the act." 

The attendance at the Victoria West 
school was re|)orted lo be steadily in- 
creasing', especially in the lower classes ; 
a letter fnuii 1.. I'.rc iwii, suggcsl in^' nu- 
inerotiH i mprovemi'ii t s in school arraiige- 
mi'iits am! advising particularly th 't the 
Rock liay school should not be continued 
under the direction of the North Ward 
principal — as his attention from liis own 
classes was thereby diverted — was tabled 
for further consideration. The satne 
disposition was made of a letter from 
Miss Mary Lucas, asking for an increase 
of Halary and quoting substantial rea- 
sons why fiueh sliouhl heallmved. The 
ri'signation of I). S. Tail as pujiil teach- 
er was acce))ted, Mis.s McTagitart being 
appointed to till the vacancy; /oel Wil- 
lard was chosen to act as janitor of the 
Victoria Wesl schoul, vice Louis Young 
resigned ; and appropriations from the 
llnance coinmitlee totalling $99.0'1 were 
passed for iiayiiient. 

The final half hour ot the meeting was 
taken up with resolutions, Trustees llel- 
yea Yates and McMicking being mimed 
as a committee to visit the South Park 
Bidiool and investigate as to the eipializti- 
of the classes, consei|uent upon the ab- 
sorption of the Ninth division; Trustees 
Ytites, Helyea and Mrs. (Irani were 
uaiiied as a second special committee, 
whose duty it will lie lo wail upon the 
.Minister of Fducaliun with a vie.,',- to 
having the curriculuin of the public and 
high .-chools revised and reailjusled; 
while, on motion of Trustee Helyea, llu^ 
principals of Ihe several city schools are 
to be invited to attend a coiilerence with 
the board in the near future for the pur- 
pose of taking into consideration the 
grading of the schools and the arrange- 
ments of ' he teachers.

northward towards the Honduras fron- 
I ier in order to form junction with tlje 
troops which Ihe republic of Honduras 
had oliered to President Selaya to as.^ist 
in putting down the revolution. The 
rijhel forces made nil iiieU'eeliial atlempt 
to hinder this junction, iiiul a battle re- 
sulted in which tho rebels were com- 
pletely routed, losing fifty killed.

His Memory Maligned by Those Who 'Were 
Fed From the Large Crumbs Which 
Fell From His Table. 

PonTi.ANii, Marchll.— R. W. Mitchell, 
wdio was chief clerk of the Northern 
I'aeilic kind (le)iartiiicn t under Paul 
Scbulzo, is hielily indignant over a 
special under a Taconia date published 
in San Friuicisco on Sunday, regarding 
the late head of the Northern Pacific 
land ileiiartnient. In an interview to- 
day be said ; " It is very singular that 
1 was not called upon to testify in the 
iuvestigalioii of .Mr. Scliiilze's alhurs, 
after an asaociation of seven years with 
the (lead man. The ligures jriveii lo 
lilackcn his memory were doulitless iii- 
sjiired hy peo[ile who lived ujioii his 
generosity. From 1881 lo 18112 I was 
his ti listed assistant. I will not put my- 
self down as a fool and say that if he 
stole 1 did not know of it. 

" The facts are that the man's memory 
is being maligned by de.iigning persona 
who were led by the large cruuibs which 
fell from his table. It is simply ridicu- 
lous to suppose, much leas to say, that 
he made away with the aniotint cliarged 
to his accouni .
